Issues to) harm relations 
between the two countries. 
The next few months will 
show whether the President's 
moderauon has paid dividends, 
Of cour.e, no one oxpectesond| 
mediate ogreement to follow 
on all-German and _ all- 
Korean elections, the libera- 
tion of Austria, world dis- 
armament anc the bun on 
tho use of atomic weapons. 
But with goodwill, patience 
and understanding by both 
sides, the problems inherent 
in these questions con be 
solved.

This is perhaps the greatest 
barrier to the solution of 
international! problems, But 
the merit of the President's 
attitude livs in the fuct that 
if a policy of moederution ts 
pursued, It may allow the 
discussiun of the muny out- 
6tanding problems to begin 
anew, free of the background 
accompaniment of vitupera- 
tlon and evil and malicious 
propagonda. In this respect, 
however, the Russians must 
co-operate, In a climate free 
of turbulence and bitterness, 
trust may grow.

Radiation 
To Preserve 
Food 


Philadelphia. 

Atomic radiation may 
soon be used to preserve 
food for much longer periods 
than is now possible, Dr 
Samuel Goldstein, Assistant 
Professor in the Department 
of Food Technology at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, said. 

Dr Goldstein told delegates to 
the 37th Annual Meeting of the 
American Dietetic Association 
food would be bornbarded by 
radioactuve rays belere being 
packaged, The rays would 
either kill or slow down the 
Krowth of bacteria or microbes. 

He said laboratory testes had 
shown no toxle materials were 
produced in irradiated foods, 

Huwever, Dr Goldstein said, 
further expsclments were 
needed to preserve tho flavour, 
colour und texture of foods pro- 
duced in quantity bufere com- 
merical companizs cvuld adapt 
this process. 

Dr William H. Soprell, Jr., 
Director of the National Institutes 
of Health, U.S. Public Health 
Service, told the group that de- 
velopment of therapeutic dicts 
Wag a contributing factor to the 


present increased life span of 


the average American. 

He sald dicts were drawn up 
to regulate the use of foods and 
food substances to mect the 
body's needs in injury and 
disease. .

IME van unpacked, we were 
just enjoying the rare 
luxury of camping in the middle

Coffee 
Breaks, Too!

E are getting very wise 

these days about re 
laxation. It used to be 
considered lazy and sniftless 
to just sit and think and 
even wores to just sit. In 
some places, whittling went 
along with philosophy, and 
repose on the small of 
the back enjoyed a large 
measure of esteem, but in 
the big cities the good word 
was huatle. 


Only the  supposatiy — hard- 
dolled military people really un- 
deratogd obodt the importance 
of a break in routine. In the

The 10- 
minute provided = the 
necessary rest, change of rou- 
tine, und reluxation te give ocw 
fest and energy to the troops 


Now in seme ofices and shops 
there are coffee breaks or 
peuses for retreshment, These 
are not privileges primarily, al- 
\hough often so regarded and 
frequently nbused They are 
simply a recognition that fathgue 
necumulates and that !t becomes 
necessury for the living or- 
Hanisin, unlike the machine, to 
rest, 


How Fatigue Works 


AU great many studies have 
been made of fatigue, many of 
them employing the muscles of 
the frog. Even after death the 
umputated teg of the frog still 
responds to stimuli up t a 
point, After that it refuses to 
tunetlon, Living muscles of 
aneesthelised frogs act the same 
way, and the laboratory techn- 
cian who hitches his finger to a 
weight attached to a pulley and 
flexes hls finger = rhythmically 
tinds his muscles overtaken by 
fathgue. If he pauses after ao 
certain number of finger bend- 
ings and rests, he can start over, 
He can do dhis al day with 
sulicient rest periods; but if he 
fried te ode at continuously, he 
would seon be worn oul, 


The samo is true of nervous 
energy. Continuous expenditure 
is far more exhausting than’ |n- 
termittent effort. That is why 
the wise employer or supervisor 
does not roquire his s to ree 
main continuously at desk or 
bench. He gives them a varicty 
of work and fs Ientent about 
«ime spent away from the desk, 
as long as It {s not abused. The 
advantage of the = scheduled 
“coffee break” over the hit or 
miss relaxation ts that workers 
eho become too intensely in- 
terested In, what they are doing 
ure Hkely to overlook 
own personal periods of relaxa- 
tlon, The disadvantage of the 
coffee break is thnt everything 
stops at onee, and there may be 
tuo much consumption of coffee 
and sweets. This in no way 
condemns coffee or sweets 
except in excess, 


Wisdom of Rest 


Faligue occurs as a result of 
accumulation in the body tissue 
of the chemical products of ac- 
tlvily. Relaxation gives oppor- 
tunity for the body to catch up 
with the eliminative functions, 
restoring the reserve of energy, 
und ridding the tissues of the 
accumulated products of fatiguc. 
This is the scientific explanation 
of the benefits of the coffee 
break. 


Lurge numbers of industrial 
-organtsations have studied the 
effect of the coffee break on 
productidn, Contentment of 
the workers Is greatly improved, 
production iy maintained or im- 
proved; accident rates are often 
reduced; everybody ts happier. 


Perhaps the worker most in 
need of recognising the waluc of 
the coffee break is ‘the house- 
wife. She has no companions at 
work to remind her and no 
supervisor and no time signal. 
She’s tvo prone to go on work- 
ing until she drops. She ought 
to learn to take 10 minutes of 
every hour no matter how In- 
complete the work is at that 
point. Setting the timing 
device by which she regulates 
ber cooking, to give her o signal, 
she will find that 10 minutes of 
resting out of every hour will 
bring her to the end of the day 
safer, with more accomplished, 
and with less fatigue.

One of the most pleasant featutes of football in the United King- 
dom, and probably for that matter in many other parts of the world, is

It contains a most interesting 
and thoughtful idea and, with 
due ueknowbedgment to the 
writer, Po repreduce it here with- 
out personal comment:— 


“You @y not expect everyone 
moh football crowd to be com- 
pleto masters of the laws of the 
one, That would be aching 
foo uch, velo on the other 
hond, it Le a dot to ask a referos 
thet he rhould put up with 
the Jeers und antagonism of a 
crowd simply beeauce of the 
ignorance of a certtin section, 

The crowd hardly’ left the re. 
feres alone for the remalader 
of nw time recently after he had 
ieiven Oo  peualty Ide agaiast 
jthe hour side—sa penalty idek 
that was in complete keeping 
with the rules, This is what 
sceurred: 


The player of ths defending 
shvo Ideled at ao visiting fore 
ward after the ball had gone 
up the fleld, The roferce 
ttopped the play, cautioned 
the defender and awarded the 
other side a penalty kick from 
which a gonl was scored. 


The majority of the crowd, 
IC appears, did net object to the 
player being cautioned—ha 
should have been sent off, of 
courre, for doliberately Iricking 
ot un opponent. as much as the 
award of the penalty. They 
went to great pains to mate it 
clear that the ball was outside 
the ponalty area, 


OF NO ACCOUNT 


Tn these matters the position 
Of the ball is cf no account so 
long as it is in play. 

Let It be understood — that 
cven df the ball ts al one end 
Of the fleld, the referee hns all 
Ihe power in the world — to 
award 4 penalty fick at the 
other end. The rules lay it 
Gown that It to the spot where 
the offence takes place that 
matters—not the podtion of 
the ball, 


Most big clubs now have 
loudspeaker apparatus on their 
x#rounds, and it would be a com. 


paratively simple matter for 
them to sifence a crowd who arc 
knowingly baiting the referee 
because they do not understand 
what's what, particularly at the 
Interval or during a Juil in ths 
game, . 


In this case it could have 
been polnted out to them that

T am surprised the FA and the 
Football Lengue, or any other

Not only would it make all 
the difference to the temper of 
the crowd, but It would help tc 
educaty crowds as far as the 
rules are concerned and, good 
ners only knows, some of them 
need educating. 


SIMPLE EXPLANATION

example,

The referee may disallow a 
perfectly good looking — goat 
because a player hos = shouted 
“Bight’’ to an Opponent, and put 
him of his game. He Rives nu 
free fdelo ngalnst that player 
for “ungentlemanly conduct,” 


Immediately, people in the 
crowd sturt to say “Fe couldn't 
possibly be offside’ or “He 
Hever handled the ball," and se 
on. ‘The result is that the 
referee ts wrongfully — enetited 
with a bad decision, 


How diferent it would be If 
over the Joudspeaker cams the 
short explanation. “The referee 
dsallowed that goal because ona 
player shouted ‘ ‘right? to hls 
opponent, which Is contrary to 
the rules" 


Tt may well come to this 
sume day aind, If It does, it may 
make all the difference to the 
spirit of the game. 


Do not get mo wrong and 
think [I am suggesting there 
should be a running commentary 
upon the referre’s decisions. 


Nothing of the kind. I merely 
mean that when there ts o 
simple explanation for a vital 
deelsion the crowd should be 
made acqualhted with It-—where 
(his I$ possiblo—instead of belity 
allowed to think the referee his 
made a hash of things.”

“ace it gets hold of a target it 
wort let go," the range finder 
la used with a 90-mum gun on a 
medium T-48 tank. 

It was demonstrated in a 
special preview at the Chrysler ; 
Alrtemp division here where it 
was manufactured. Public show- 
Ing of the device will be held 
tomorrow and on Sunday. 


DEADLY DEVICE 

Ms David Lyle, Superinten- 
dent of Defence Production at 
Alrtemp, said that the “Bull- 
dog” can pinpoint an enemy 
target 6,000 yards away and “be 
accurate within less than one 
yard....which makes this ono 
of the most deadly devices yet 
made for tank warfare.” 

There are four basic paris of 
the “Bulldog”: a high-powered 
telescope; a mechanica! brain 
which selects the proper type of 
ommurmntion, range of the target 
and corrections meeded to hit it; 
® balistics drive which raises 
or lowers the gun sighting 
system. a to instnictions 
from the micchanical brain; and 
a teleseopic sight which can pin- 
point targets a9 much as three 
miles away.—United Press.
